WwWages and overtime compensation ranging 
from $267.88 to $7,360.70 for periods rang- 
ing up to one year.

Elder denies being a racist'or anti-for- 
elgneroranti-immigrant In an extraordinary 
display of post-editorial rationalization and 
apologizing,Eldertried to explain himselfin 
part of one column and all of another. 

In the first, Oct. 23, he Said he and other 
members of the editorial board “Simply 
could not understand much of what Hahn 
Said.

SAN FRANCISCO - Raising a Chinese 
American teenager can be 3a bair-raising 
experience for many immigrant parents. But 
learning some simple Skills canmake thetask 
a more pleasant and successful endeavor， 
according to Dr. Evelyn Lee, professor of 
Psychiatry at the University of Califomia， 


_ San Francisco. 


To help parents develop those skills, Lee 
Tecently wrote a“user-friendly, how-to- 
book entitled，Tem _ Principlesy O7 RazSz118 
CHjineye-41mnerica Tee1ls. The 69-page pa3- 
perback guide, available both in English and 
Chinese, instructs parents On how to recog- 
iizetypicalproblemsinraising teenagersand 
offers practical solutions to improve commu- 
nications between parent and child，with 
Special emphasis on Chinese American cul- 
tural conflicts. 

The book, published with the support of 
the SF-based Chinatown Youth Center， 
which offers counseling and other SUpport 
services for Chinese American teenagers and 
their parents, provides an easy-to-follow 10 
point guide to parenting SuccesSS. 

When Katherine Chun, parent education 
coordinator at the center, began developing a 
workshop forChineseimmigrantparents,She 
said she was frustrated by the lack of useful 
bilingual and bicultural information on par- 
enting. 

“There'salotofbilingualinformation out 
thereonparenting,”she said. Butthe material 
usually turned out to be either Chinese trans- 
lations ofEnglish-languageparenting guides 
from a strictly western perspective, Or Chi- 
nese-language books Written by Overseas 
Chinese parenting experts, Chun noted. 

Thebookideabeganasasummerproject， 
but soon developed into a one-year labor of 
love for the centers staff. Lee，Wwho speaks 
Tegularly at teen and parenting workshops at 
the center, offered to write the book. Besides 
taking into account the unique problems 
immigrant Chinese parents face in raising 
childreninanewsocialenvironmenb shealso 
wanted to incorporate positive aspects of the 
Chinese culture in child rearing.…Iwanted to 
combineChinesevalues with Western educa- 
tion”said Lee, across-cultural expert and 
chief program director of SF General Hospi- 
tal, where she helped develop mental health 
programs for underserved populations. 

Many immigrant parents move to the Uy 
in orderto givetheir children abetter life, ac- 
cording toLee. “Butbecause ofjobs,because 
ofadjustingtoanewcountry,mostspendalot 
oftheirtime justsurviving.” As”zesult many 
immigrantparents operate on automatic pilot 
When it comes to raising their children and 
don'tunderstand that growing up in America 
is different than growing Up in their Own 
native country. 

Ten _ Principles has Teceived positive re- 
views from otherethnic communities, which 


seethebook as an good guideforotherimmi- 
grantparents. Lee Said there is interest from 
individuals from the Vietnamese，Filipino 
and Cambodian communities for translated 
Versions of the book. Fifty copies were Te- 
centlysenttoacommunity agencyinCanada. 

Eventually,Lee wouldliketoseethebook 
usednotonly to assistparents,butalso as part 
of a instructional package to train teachers 
and other communities on how to deal and 
work with bicultural teenagers. 

“IThope wecanreach outto alotofparents 
and help before problems start” she Said.
